INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SATURDAY, AUGUST 7, 1999 - 0900 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 111

CURRENT SITUATION:

New starts in the Western Great Basin were minimal, however strong winds
contributed to significant acreage gains on large fires. Initial attack
fire activity persisted throughout most of the western United States.
Suppression forces continued to make good progress on large fires in the
Eastern Great Basin, Northwest and Northern California Areas. Resource
mobilization through the National Interagency Coordination Center remains
steady. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Oregon,
Washington, California, Montana, ldaho, Utah, Nevada, Delaware, New
Hampshire, Rhode Island, Maine, Maryland, Connecticut, New Jersey, New
York, Pennsylvania.

WESTERN GREAT BASIN LARGE FIRES:

An Area Command Team (Meuchel) is staged in Winnemucca, NV. A Type 1
Incident Management Team (Richer) is staged in Winnemucca, NV.

SADLER COMPLEX, Elko Field Office, BLM. A Type Il Incident Management
Team (Hefner) is assigned. Yesterday’s extreme fire behavior was due to
high winds and low fuel moisture. Frontal passages producing 30 to 40 mph
winds contributed to acreage increases on all four fires in the complex.
Structure protection was effective with no loss of structures. One
hundred head of livestock were killed by the advancing fire. Todays
priorities include protection of private ranches and a subdivision
northwest of Jiggs.

ROSE, Elko Field Office, BLM. The fire started north and east of the
Frenchie fire and made major runs on both sides of Interstate 80,
threatening structures in Palisade Canyon to the south and Emigrant
Maintenance Station. A microwave tower to the north, grazing allotments
and powerline are also threatened. Strong winds pushed the fire,
resulting in acreage increases.

DUN GLENN COMPLEX, Winnemucca Field Office, BLM. A Type Il Incident
Management Team (Vorce) is assigned. The complex includes 20 fires.
Extreme fire behavior and 30 mph winds were observed. Significant events
included timbers in abandoned mine shafts igniting on the Eugene fire.
Dozers constructed fireline, protecting a major powerline in the
Interstate 80 Corridor on the Cyanco fire. Constructed plowed line on
Blue Mount fire prevented major damage to agricultural crops and to
grazing allotments.

JUNGO COMPLEX, Winnemucca Field Office, BLM. A Type Il Incident
Management Team (Suwyn) is assigned. This fire is 55 miles northwest of
Winnemucca, NV. Yesterday’s fire behavior included wind driven runs and
spotting. Some rain was received. Crews are making good progress on the
Slumbering Hills Fire. High winds and blowing dust limited visibility.

BAXTER, HUMBOLDT National Forest. This fire near Ruby Valley is burning



in grass, sage, pinon pine, juniper, aspen and service berry. No new
information was reported.

RUBY, HUMBOLDT National Forest. This fire is in the Ruby Valley. The
fire burned into Lutz Creek. The fire is currently moving south toward
Thompson, NV.

BATTLE MOUNTAIN COMPLEX, Battle Mountain Field Office, BLM. A Type 11
Incident Management Team (Burdick) is assigned. This thirteen fire
complex is in the vicinity of Battle Mountain. A red flag warning for
strong wind contributed to extreme fire behavior. The complex is staffed
with limited resources. Problems included communication problems,
structures threatened, impact to the community of Battle Mountain,
communications sites and wildlife habitat.

TRAIL CANYON, Winnemucca Field Office, BLM. This fire is 20 miles
northeast of Austin, NV. Resources threatened include grazing allotments,
wildlife habitat and a Wilderness Study Area. The fire is following the
contour of the range and is staying out of the flats. Major problems and
concerns are the extreme fire behavior due to high winds and low relative
humidities. A large burn out operation was conducted around residences and
out buildings.

LONE BUTTE, Winnemucca Field Office, BLM. The fire is burning 15 miles
northeast of Golconda, NV. Fire activity was due to strong winds from the
west. Ten miles of dozer line was completed. Problems and concerns
include strong winds and land owner concerns. This fire will become part
of the Corridor Complex today.

NEW PASS, Carson City Field Office, BLM. This Ffire is on New Pass Summit
near Austin, NV. This fire will be combined into a complex later today.
The fire burned into the Antelope fire on Battle Mountain.

WILCOX, Carson City Field Office, BLM. This fire on Pond Peak, northeast
of Sparks, NV. No new information was reported.

POCO, Carson City Field Office, BLM. This fire is in the Jobs Peak
Wilderness Study Area. Minimal spread occurred yesterday due to overcast
skies and lower temperatures.

SHOSHONE, Carson City Field Office, BLM. The fire is 50 miles east of
Fallon, NV. The fire was monitored yesterday. The fire has the potential
to merge with the New Pass Incident.

SHIRT TAIL, Carson City Field Office, BLM. The fire is 15 miles northeast

of Fallon, NV. The fire burned a significant amount of the Stillwater and
Jobs Wilderness Study Area.

COSGRAVE, Winnemucca Field Office, BLM. No new information was reported.

OUTLOOK:

The coast of Oregon, Washington and ldaho, will experience a cool upper
level low bringing periods of rain. East of the cascades and Oregon are
expected to have scattered rain showers and a few wet thunderstorms.
Eastern Washington and northern ldaho will have a chance of showers and
wet thunderstorms. The remainder of ldaho will be on the fringes of a
deep moisture associated with the showers and thunderstorms over the
mountains. High temperatures will be in the 60"s and 70"s along the west
coast, to 70"s east of the cascades.

Northwest Nevada and northern California will experience a precipitation
shield from the pacific low, bringing numerous rain showers and a few wet
thunderstorms. Northeast Nevada will see isolated thunderstorms near the
Idaho border. Northern California and northern Nevada will have high
temperatures ranging from the 70"s into the 80"s. Southern Nevada will
see temperatures in the 80°"s to 90°s.
